COOKING RECIPES 


Creamed Beef with Maccaroni.— 
One tumbler of dried beef, one- 
fourth pound maccaroni, and four 
hard boiled eggs. Fry the beet is} 
butter or good drippings till crisp ;' 
have ready the maccaroni cooked in| 
lightly salted boiling water twenty 
minutes and drained. Make a ra- 
ther thin cream gravy with the 
meat, stir into this the maccaroni, 
and garnish with the eggs cut in 
two lengthwise. This is an attrac- 
_ dish and sufficient for six peo- 
ple. 

German Potato Dumplings.—Boil 
twelve medium-sized potatoes and 
put through sieve while warm. 
When cold mix with them four well 
beaten eggs, salt, and enough flour 
to make quite stiff. Butter two 
slices of bread cut into cubes and 
brown in oven. Take a spoonful of 
the dough, pat out in the hand, put 
three or four cubes of bread in cen- 
ter, and roll into a ball, flour well 
on outside, drop in boiling salted 
water, cook twenty minutes. 

Piccalilli—Chop fine one-half peck 
onions and half as much cabbage, 
|; mix .with one large cupful of salt, 
let stand over night. the morn- 
ing rinse thoroughly and drain and 
cover with cider vinegar. Add one 
land one-half pounds light brown 
| sugar, pinch of red pepper, teaspoon 
salt, a 5 cent package of mixed 
spices, tied in a cheese cloth bag. 
Cook slowly until tender, Put away 
in a stone jar. It is not necessary 
to seal unless it is to be kept over 
two months. 

Potato Puffs.. ‘ne pint cold 
mashed potatoes, one c.>> flour, one 
teaspoonful baking powder, two 
eggs well beaten; mix well, mold in 
long narrow rolls, flour, and fry in 
boiling lard. 

Bread for Simal]l Family.—Set the 
sponge with white flour and when 
risen divide into three equal parts, 
using one part for a graham loaf, a 
second part for whole wheat, and 
the other for a loaf of white bread, 
thus giving an agreeable variety 
with little extra trouble. 

Oatmeal Brown Bread.—Mix a 
pint of rolled oats, a pint of rolled 
wheat, half a pint of granulated 
yellow corn meal, half a_ pint of 
whole wheat flour, and one tea- 
spoonful of salt. Dissolve a tea- 
spoonful of biearbonate of soda in 
two tablespoonfuls of warm water; 
add it to half a pint of New Orleans 
molasses ; stir and add this to a pint 
of thick sour milk. Mix with the 
dry ingredients. Steam for four 
hours.

UNMASKED. 
How an Owl Looks When Thor 
oughly Wet, 


The bird whose wisdom is prover- 
bial cuts a ridiculous figure in a 
story told in Mr. H. Perry Robin- 
son's book, “Of Distinguished Ani- 
mals’’; moreover, the manner in 
which he Was stripped of his impos- 
ing presence does not teml to 
strengthen the belief in his saga- 
city. 

The physiognomy, indeed, of all 
owls is charmingly unbirdlike. To 
see an owl at its most Yudicrous, it 
is necessary to see it wet, for it is 
a dreadful impostor in the matter 
of size, being but a poor hapenny- 
worth of solid owl to a quite intol- 
erable deal of fluff. 

Some years ago my family pos- 
sessed a pair of brown owls, whose 
cage abutted on the stable yard. 
One of the owls, being brought out 
into the day, wen the hot sun 
beat upon the paving of the -yard, 
flew helplessly about, and chanced 
to settle under the tap’ of a rain- 
water butt which leaked, 

The leak was inconsiderable. 
Perhaps a single drop fell from the 
tap every two or three seconds. To 
the first few drops the owl paid no 
attenfion ; then it began to shake its 
head.” Evidently it was faining, and 
the owl knew all about rain. Ht 
knew that when rain fell in one spot 
it also fell elvewhere, on the just 
no less than on the unjust, and 
there was nothing to be gained by 
shifting. A move of three inches in 
an) direction would have kept it 
dry, but owls are ill-adapted to 
walking on a level, and undertake 
it with reluctance.

Anumber from Coe Hill) and 
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hat Drainage is Worth in 
a Dry Season 


Free Assistance in Drainage Again Offered | 
by the 0. B. C. 


During the exceptionally dry season 
of 191) land that was underdrained pro- 
duced on the average about $16.50 
more per acre than land that was not 
drained, according to data collected by 
the Department of Physics at the Ont- 
ario Agricultiural College. 

Reports were received from a large 
number of farmers, of whom twenty- 
tive were able to give definite figures 
on yields on drained and undrained 
land, Eleven counties were represent- 
ed in the reports, from Durham in the 
east to Essex in the west. The value 
of increases, inchiding straw, was fig- 
ured at October WL prices, and March 
2 prices. Tht former showed an 
average of $15.97 per acre, and the lat- 
ter $17.04, and both together an aver- 
age of $16.50. Three farmers who re- 
ported no increase were counted in ob- 
taining the averages. 

In wet searons the results are even 
more marked, but even at $16.50 per 
acre, drains more than pay for ther- 
selves In two years. 

The O. A. C. is again renewing it of- 
fer of assistance to farmers in laying 
out their drainage systoms. The De- 
partment of Physics has a special staff 
of Drainage Advisors for this work. 
There is no charge for the services of 
these men, the only outlay to the far- 
mer being the travelling expenses, 
which are low. As the railway fare is 
only one cent per mile for this work, 
and as seveaal surveys are always 
made on each trip the expenseses are 
divided among the several parties con- 
cerned. Anyone wishing to have a 
drainage survey made should drop 4 
card to the Department of Physics, O. 
A. C. Guelph, whereupon regular app- 
lication form will be sent, and later on 
one of the Department's Drainage Ad- 
visers will make the survey.

Faith is divided into two kinds— 
natural and supernatural. Natural 
faith is the acceptance of truth be- 
cause of trust in the knowledge 
and the veracity of man, while 
supernatural faith is a divine vir- 
‘tue and implies the acceptance of 
revealed truth on the authority of 
God's veracity.

care is the essential thing in the 
treatment of the disease. If some 
pevple could be taught to feel in re- 


‘gard to measles just a little of the: 


well-founded terror that they feel 
in regard to scarlet fever, a good 
many lives would be saved. 

Measles is a disease of the winter 
months, when children are likely to 
be crowded together in badly venti- 
lated places. The schoolroom is not 
wholly to blame, for in the first 
place, all schoolrooms are not badly 
ventilated, and in the second place, 
the outbreak of measles often comes 
in the winter holidays when chil- 
ies and entertainments 
are frequent and offer excellent op- 
portunities for infection. 

The disease has a long period of 
incubation; generally ten or eleven 
days pass after exposure before it 
declares itself in the characteristic 
rash. Three or four days before the 
rash appears and gives the proper 
diagnosis, the child will seem to be 
suffering from a feverish cold, or an 
attack of grippe, and will be treat- 
ed accordingly. At this stage, ser- 
ious mischief is often done by let- 
ting the child go out on a cold, 
windy day ; for, since the whole res- 
piratory tract is much more suscep- 
tible than usual, exposure often 
leads to pneumonia or bornchitis. 

When measles is fatal, it is gen- 
erally because it is complicated 
with one or the other of these dis- 
orders. Even when these complica- 
tions do not kill, they are very like- 
ly to lead to permanent injury of 
the lungs, and perhaps to tubercu- 
lous infection later. 

The best treatment of measles 
may be summed up in the one. word, 
‘“hed.’’? The child should be put to 
bed as soon as the first symptoms 
declare themselves, and kept there 
till the disease is over. His room 
should be. kept at an even tempera- 
ture, but the ventilation should be 
thorough. Unless complications 
arise, he will require little medi- 
cine. In the average case of mea- 
sles thus treated. the principal dif- 
ficulty will be to keep the child con- 
tented in bed.—Youth’s Companion.

The Winter of 1912 


The winter of 1912 has been an un- 
usually severe one, and some of the 
cold spells in January and February 
have been phenomenal. In Hastings 
County the lowest temperature was 
at Bancroft where a minimum of 53 
below zero was recorded on January 
13th, while at Madoc and vicinity at 
the same date there were minimum 
temperatures of from 40 to 45° below 
March was also exceptionally cold, the 
mean temperature haying been 19.90, 
which is 5.52° below the average of the 
past eight years. The lowest recorded 
mean temperature for March at To- 
ronto was 18.75 in the year 1885, and 
not since that date has there been 
such a cold Marchin Ontario. During 
the past three months to March 15th 
the temperature has been above the 
freezing point during the day only six 
times, and up to March 3lst not gnce 
at night; and there were temperatures 
of zero or below on sixteen days in 
January, mean temperature 6.85 ; 
twelve days in February, mean tem- 
perature 11.76; and nine days in March, 
mean temperature 19.00; figures that 
give us a very good idea of the unusu- 
ally severe winter we have just passed 
through, the average temperature for 
eight years of Hie ‘se months bei se 
15.81, 13.58 and 25.42.

Relia Are the Usual Weapons Em- 
ployed to Settle Quarrets. 


A public school is not in it with 
a British regiment for clanmishness 
The authorities encourage it 
giving a regiment all eorts of quaint 
distinctions which others have not, 
a> that in one the sergeants wear 
their sashes the same way as the

On thé Farm 
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KEEP THE BOYS ON THE FARM. 

Fathers want to keep their’ boys 
yn the farm, but too many ef them 
do not want to give the bove a start. 
writes WU. Carr They say, ‘Let 
them dig their was out as | did be- 
fore them "' 

Every boy cannot work hard all 
eof the time in heat or cold, or in 
rain or when the sun shines, but 
when he asks for a holiday often he 
ts sent back to work with a sure and 
heavy heart. and many a boy on the 
farm ‘eldom gets a chance to go 
anywhere for pleasure That is dis- 
couraging. 

Then, many farm boys are denied 
a little spending money, which 
every boy craves He ought to have 
a little change that he can spend 
just as he pleases. I know farmers 
who always leave their boys at 
home to care for the house and the 
stock while their parents go off to 
town or to places of amusement. 
This always makes a boy sore. 

This is only one side of the ques- 
tion. On the other hand some fath- 
ers indulge their boys too much and 
spoil them. They say, ‘‘I have 
worked too hard all my life and now 
I am going to give my boy a chance 
to make a living easier than I did.”’ 
Another says: ‘‘I will give my boy 
nothing but tools and let him make 
his own living.’’ I think this is the 
best plan. 

Boys, to be content on the farm, 
must have some stock and pets of 
their own. This will do more to 
keep them contented than anything 
else. I know what I am talking 
about, for I live on a farm. I have 
stock of my own, and I wouldn't 
change places with any town boy I 
know. I am only thirteen years 
old, but I have a horse, a cow and 
some hogs. I am proud of my start. 

For sport the boy likes a gun, and 
he likes to trap rabbits and other 
game. ' 

He also likes to have a room of 
his own where he can keep all of his 
own things. A bookcase filled with 
books will gladden his boyish heart, 
and fathers should buy their boys 
books when they know they want 
them. 

Some boys are born for one pur- 
pose in life, and some for another, 
and parents should find out what he 
can do best, and then help him in 
that direction. 

Continual faultfinding makes a 
boy’s heart sore and discourages 
him. A boy should not be punished 
for every little fault, but he should 
be talked to and shown where he. is 
wrong. Most boys are good at 
heart and do not intend to do 
wrong, and if they can be helped to 
see what is right they will generally 
do it. 
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CARING FOR THE PIGS. 


In order that. we may take proper 
care of the young pigs, it is neces- 
sary that we know about what time 
to expect them. 

I have made it a rule to keep a 
record of the date on which the 
sows are bred. 

By reference to my record I find 
that my sows farrow from the 112th 
to 115th day from breeding.

I like for my sows to be into a 
thriving condition when the pigs are 
farrowed. In fact, I like for them 
to improve in flesh during the en- 
tire period of gestation. 

Some people are afraid of getting 
their sows too fat, and I suppose 
that they can be made too fat, but 
they ought to be in good flesh. 
They should have a surplus laid up 
for the suckling of the young pigs, 
because it is hard to keep a sow 
from going down in flesh rapidly 
while the pigs have to depend upon 
her for their food. 

The sows are given separate lots 
with a good shelter, close warm 
house, if the weather is cool, about

A despatch from Dawson, Alaska, 
says: Joseph Jacquet, an explorer, 
has arrived here after 14 years’ 
continuous residence in the Lower 
Mackenzie River country bordering 
on the Aketic Ocean. He is accom- 
panied by Albert Ross, an Indian 
boy. They came from Fort Mac- 
Pherson in the record time of 12% 
days with fast dogs. They travelled 
nine hours daily, equipped only 
with three light blankets, some 
flour and bacon. They killed five 
rabbits, gave most of the flour to 
Indians and carried neither tent nor 
stove.

AID FOR THE BURNT CHILD. 


All children will play with fire 
unless they have en taught, ci- 
ther by precept or experience, not 
to do so, and accidents will happen 
even when every precaution has 
been taken. It is, therefore, most 
desirable, in the case of severe 
burns, that parents should know 
what—and above all what not—to 
do while waiting for the doctor to 


come. 

The first thing is to fight shock 
with all the resources at command, 
because shock is usually the imme- 
diate cause of death. Too often 
shock is aggravated rather than 
helped by the treatment it receives. 

Valuable time is wastec, and un- 
necessary agony caused, in trying 
to remove the clothing; then vari- 
ous applications of oil or of what- 
ever else the distracted bystanders 
may have heard was good for burns 
are made, until by the time the doc- 
tor arrives irremediable mischief is 
done. 

Do not waste time in any such 
way, but immediately prepare a 
warm salt-water bath, and gently 
ae the child in it, clothes and all. 

the clothes are mich burned, the 
warm water will make them casier 
te remove, and the child can be 
kept in the bath until the pulse and 
temperature show that a reaction 
from the shock has taken place. It 
will often be necessary for some 
strong and careful person to kneel 
and hold the patient in the best 
position.

gs, the bath

THE IRISH HOME RULE BILT. 


ne 


Control of Customs and Excise Not 
Conceded in New Parliament. 


A> despatch from London says: 
The cardinal principle of the pre- 
sent Home Rule Bill, Premier As- 
quith stated on Thursday, is the 
supreme authority of the Imperial! 
Parliament, while at the same time 
real autonomy is conferred on [re- 
land in regard to Irish concerns. 

The bill provides for the estab- 
lishment of an Irish Parliament, 
consisting of a Senate and a House 
of Commons with power to make 
laws for peace, order and good gov- 


ernment in Ireland. 


The bill provides that the mat- 
tera to be excluded from the control 
of the Irish Parliament are the 
Crown, the army and the navy, Im- 
perial affairs, the Irish land pur- 
chase, and the old age pension and 
national insurance acts, the Irish 
constabulary, the post-office savings 
banks and public loans, in addition 
to those excluded by the Home 
Rule bill of 1893, which left the 
customs and excise under the con- 
trol of the Imperial Government. 


The Irish Constabulary is to be 
automatically transferred to the 
Irish Government after six years, 
and power is given by the bill to the 
Irish Parliament to demand the 
transfer of the old age pensions and 
Insurance Act to its control on giv- 
ing a year’s notice to the Imperial 
Government. 

The Lrish Parliament is debarred 
from altering the Home Rule bill 
or the power to appeal to the Privy 
Council, 

Provision is made for the protec- 
tion of religious equality tn Ire- 
land, and stipulating that the Irish 
Parliament cannot make laws, 
directly or indirectly, to establish 
or to endow any religion, or to pro- 
hibit the free exercise thereof, or 
to give a preference or privilege to 
any: religion or to make any reli- 
gious ceremony 4 condition of vali- 
dity of any marriage. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
is to have the power to veto or sus- 
pend any bill on the instruction of 
the Imperial Executive. 

Any question regarding the inter- 
prétation of the Home Rule bill is 
to be settled by appeal to the Judi- 
cial Committce of the Privy Coun- 
cil, nae 
| The Irish Senate is to consist of 
forty members, and the House of 
Representatives of 164, of which U1- 
ster is to have 59 and the Universi: 
ties two. 

The Senate is to be composed of 
nominated members. In the first 
instance, the Imperial Executive is 
to control the nominations with a 
view to assuring the representation 
of the minority. The nominations 
are to be for a fixed term, and as 
the menibers retire by rotation the 
vacancies will be filled by the Irish 
Executive. In case of disagree- 
ment the two Houses are to sit in 
joint session. 

The Lord Lieutenant is to be 
head of the Executive. There will 
be no religious bar, and he will hold 
office for a fixed term. 

The authority of the Executive ts 
to be co-extensive with that of the 
{Irish Parliament. The 164 repre- 
sentetives are to be elected by the 
| existing constituencies, but no con- 
stituency is to have less than 27,000 
population, 
| The collection of all taxes is to 
remain in the Imperial service, and 
‘they will be paid into the Imperial 
‘Exchequer, which is to pay over to 
the Irish Executive an amount 
‘equivalent to the expenditure on 
| Irish services at the time of the 
| Passing of the Act. An additional 
‘sum of $2,500,000 is to be paid to 
\Treland the first year, and this will

Temperance Question In the Legisiature 
—Inspectors Hughes’ , Excursions—How

(We have arranged for a weekly letter 
about Toronto affairs, which. we heliere, 
will be of fiesg interest to many of our 
readers.

The temperance issue, once projected 
in concrete form into the Ieginlature, de- 
veloped with surprising rapidity. In- 
deed it is doubtful if it is fully realized 
yet what radical changes we are in for, 
or how soon it ix possible these may 
come about. Until the announcement of 
an alternative policy by the Premier 
many people did not accept Mr. Rowell's 
proposals -as necessarily meaning there 
would be any immediate change in the 
license laws. It was felt there would 
not be an election before four years, and 
that then the reault would be doubtful. 

But the Government's proposal puts an 
altogether different aapect on the ques- 
tion. The Government having declared a 
policy, may be expected to put i: into 
effect. And whatever the original plan 
was, it is reasonably certain that the 
temperance forces will bring strong pres- 
sure to bear on the Government to get 
it to put its anti-treating legislation into 
force immediately. The argument will 
be that if it is:recognized as a gocd thing 
now there is no need to wait until after 
another clection to put it into opera- 
tion. 

Thus we may have within a year or 
two an actual anti-treating law in force 
in the Province. If so, at the next elec- 
tien the isaue will be between the system 
of anti-treating then in force and Mr. 
Rowell’s abolish the bar policy.

In order to sell 
the new stock advaniageously and to give 
their shareholders a profit the manage 
mont usually iseuea the stock at & price 
which gives them a substantial discount 
from the marke: price and, as it is almost 
always offered first to the shareholdera, 
the resultant profit adds materially to 
the income. 

Like all stocks, and particularly stocks 
with a narrow market, bank atocka are 
not particularly stable in price, and #0 
anyone who cannot afford to take chances 
of market fluctuations should not buy 
bank stocks, In fact, they should. con 
fine themselves wholly to bonds.

FRESH vs. ROTTED MANURE 


Most people have an idea that 
rotted manure is a mach more valu 
able fertilzer than manure fresh 
barns or yards. This 
idea prevails because of the heavy, 
nature of the rotted ma- 
nure.

|to make one ton of rotted manure, 
owing to the loss from evaporation 
and leaching, it can be seen that 
much of the fertilizing matter ori- 
ginally contained is lost in the rot- 
ting process. , 

A report gives some interesting 
observations on the experimental 
use of fresh and rotted manure. 
Both were used on the corn and 
wheat crops, in comparison with 
unmanured land. The yield of corn 
on unmanured land was 38.1 bush- 
els per acre. 
rotted manure, a yield of 65.1 bush- 
els was secured; and where fresh 
manure was applied, the yield was 
70.7 bushels per acre. The increas- 
ed vield of corn from the use of 
rotted manure was 27.6 bushels, 


(and from the use of fresh manure 


32.6 bushels, an increase of five 
bushels per acre in favor of the 
fresh manure. On the wheat crop 
the effect was similar, though not 
so marked. On the unmanured 
land, the .wheat yielded 16.1 bush- 
els per acre; where rotted manure 
was used, 19.1 bushels; and on the 
land dressed with fresh manure, 
19.7 bushels per acre were secured. 
The increase in favor of the fresh 
manure was only six-tenths bush- 
el per acre on the wheat crop. 
While the increased returns are 
comparatively small in both cases, 
it illustrates clearly the fact that 
fresh manure is at least as good as 
the rotted manure, and for some 
The prevention 
of loss by leaching and in the rot- 
ted process should be kept in mind, 
and the saving in labor by apply- 


‘ing manure fresh from the barns is

;to all crops. 


It would not be suit- 
able for certain forms of garden 
and vegetable crops; and even for 


ithe small grains, on light soil, it 


probably would not give as good 
results as the rotted manure. Where 
manure is applied as it should be, 
however, on the grass land or just 
ahead of the corn crop in rotation, 
the coarse, fresh manure is better 
adapted to the succeeding crop than 
the rotted manure. The heat, and 


‘the effect of the acids developed in 


the process of decomposition, aid 
greatly in liberating plant food and 
result in greater crop yields. 

Some objections may be made on 
the score that weed seeds or pos- 
sibly plant diseases are spread with 
the unrotted manure. Where ap- 
phed as suggested above, however, 
at the proper place in rotation, nei- 
ther the weeds nor the plant dis- 
eases resulting therefrom will be a 
serious consideration

After bank stocka the Canadian inves 
tor haa « long list to choose from. So far, 
in the countre's history, the well man- 
aged trust companies’ and loan compan: | 
jes’ shares have been entircly satisfac- 
tory—far more # than bank shares--and 
very profitable; though sometimes of fta- 
ther narrow market. But the danger of} 
making the mistake and buying sharea in 
some of the ill-managed or new companies 
ig great enough to make it scarcely wise 
to give these a prominent place. 

Public utility companies’ shates were at 
one time prime favorites with the Cana: | 
dian investor; but the competition of the) 
Hydro-Electric Commission of Ontario) 
hae put these stocks out of favor. And. | 
indeed, an investor waa unfortunate who 
held shares in the smaller companies, euch 
as the London Blectric, in which compe. | 
tition by the government has wiped out 
about 90 per cent. of the shares’ value. | 
Refore the Hydro-Electric entered Lon- 
don the stock of the London Electric 
Company sold as high as 134, in 1899, and} 
oT in 1904. Since then it has sold around | 
15, and it is doubtful if one could get 
much more for it. I know one widow 
unfortunate enough to have 2 hares, 
which cost her about $3,000.00, now worth 
but little more then 8350. No doubt the 
march of progress justifies this; but we 
can feel sorry for the victims--and_ not 
invest in public service shares ourselses. 

Railway, shares—and of these we really 
have but C. P. R. and its subsidiary, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sanit Ste. Marie— 
owing to their being dealt in chiefly out- 
side Canada are too speculative--not from 
point of view of security, but because of 
their fluctuating market. C. P. R., for ex- 
ample, has moved down and up over 20 
points each way since the fall, and 
“Soo” about the same, so that an investor 
—except one of the most hardened sort- 
would be quite uneasy. Of course, the 
yield is low-—-just 4 per cent. on C. P. R.--. 
while the prospect of appreciation in. the 
long run, say ten years, is high. These 
are features that should appeal only to 
the wealthy investor who alone can af- 
ford to sacrifice something in the way 
of safety and income for the sake of 
speculative possibilities.

The passenger boats, on the cote 
trary have been making new records for 
earnings each year. Shares in the com- 
panies controlling these vessels are not 
particularly attractive to the careful in- 
vestor, as sO much depends on good for- 
tune. The loss of a boat, though covered 
by insurance, means heavy loss of earn- 
ing power until it is replaced, and so, 
unless one is in very close touch with the 
business these shares are on the whole 
not a desirable investment. At times, 
however, investments in navigation stocks 
have been highly profitable, aa witness 
theemove in Niagara Navigation. This 
company, however, is a brilliant excep- 
tion to the average. 

There is one class of share investment 
to which in most of the instances above 
given these criticisms do not apply. We 
took up some time ago the question of 
preference shares, and the preference 
shares in-practically all of the classes of 
companies mentioned—where such shares 
exist--form very desirable investments, 
when chosen with the same care with 
which one would choose a bond. 

We will next deal with industrial 
stocks. While industrials are no more, if 
as much, worthy of consideration than 
mose of the classes considered in this 
article, there have been so many cases 
where anwary investors have purchased 
them unwisely, and so many industrial 
companies have issued preferred shares of 
quite decided merit that they will be given 
an article to themselves. =. . 

I: will be gathered from the foregoing 
that the writer does not ‘consider com- 
mon shares a proper investment for those 
who cannot afford to take chances. One 
might go further and say that no one 
who is not in daily touch with market 
and general conditions should ever make 
stock investments, exeept on the most ex- 
pert disinterested advice. And when seek- 
ing advice give the expert the fullest in- 
formation as to what your object is in 
seeking it. Too often a broker is asked 
if a certain stock is a “good buy.” when 
for a speculator it is, and for a perman- 
ept investor it is decidedly not. If you 
can't trust your financial adviser with in- 
formation about yourself certainly don't 
trust him with your money. Get one you
